Renew Anti-Freeze

‘is issued to the motoring public by | 


the Glycerine Producers’ Associa- 
tion of America, a group of some 
of the largest manufacturers. of 
soap, of which glycerine is a’ by- 
product, concerning the 


use “of 


glycerine as an anti-freeze mixture. t 


It has been determined after ex- 
haustive tests by the United States 
Bureau of Standards, the associa- 
tion reports, that glycerine will not 
corrode or eat into metal or rub- 
ber, and, therefore, ean have no 
harmful effects on the metals in 
a water cooling system or on the 
hose connections. Glycerine, how- 


ever, does not possess the surface | 


tension which water posseses, and, 
therefore, can find its way through 
openings which water could “not 
pass. Also, water tends to 
rubber; glycerine takes it back to 
normal. 

The’ glycerine manufacturers 
urge motorists, in order to meet 
these conditions, to have the cir- 
culation systems of their cars 
flushed out and tightened up be- 
fore filling with glycerine solution. 
If hose connections and pump 
packings are worn or swelled from 
long use with water, they should 
be renewed. Radiator leaks should 
be soldered or stopped with anti- 
leak s6lution, and the whole sys- 
tem made not only watertight but 
glycerine tight. 
| Glycerine, as an anti-freeze so- 
lution, has the following advan- 
tages, the association points out:— 

Will not evaporate, hence one 
filling will last all winter witb no 
attention except the addition of a 
pint or so of water occasionally; 
has a slightly higher boiling point 
than water, allowing engine to run 
at higher operating temperature 
without boiling over; the solution 
does not change proportions 
through evaporation of other 
causes (except leaks) and will not 
freeze at 30 degrees below zero; 
will not harm Duco or other body 
finishes; even below this the mix- 
ture does not freeze solid, but 
slowly congeals like sherbet, which 
is melted by a few turns of the

Auto Products Plants 
Too Busy to Curtail 


Working Time 


FNOHOES, N. Y., Nov. 25.— 
A survey just made of 
automotive manufacturing 
plants in this district shows 
that a five-day-week as insti- 
tuted by the Ford Motor Com- 
pany would not meet with fa- 
vor here. 

Manufacturers assert that the 
increasing demand for automo- 
bile necessities has compelled 
overtime schedules, while in 
some cases night shifts are now 
being employed. It is claimed 
the shorter work week would 
prove a detriment to the trade 
in holding back production to a 
certain extent, 

Commenting on the report that 
@ wage increase had been granted 
employees of the Ford Motor Com- 
pany at Green Island with inaugu- 
Tation of the five-day week, John 
F. Tholl, superintendent, stated 
that about 50 per cent. of the force 
had received increases under the 
merit system recently instituted. 

“The raises so far received do 
not make up for the loss of the 
extra day’s pay,” said Mr. Tholl, 
“although I believe the time is near 
when a man working five days will 
be able to make six days’ pay. Al- 
ready at the main plant some em- 
ployees have received a number of 
increases under the new merit sys- 
tem which equals their former sal- 
ary for a six-day week.” 

In striking contrast to the
